AT PENAL INSTITUTIONS

The Department of Rehabilitation has slapped a ban 
on U.S. Postal Stamos at all state prisons. And as a 
result, at least one inmate is angrily uptight, for he feels 
that outlawing stamps at ‘the institutions is a gross 
violation of his rights and of the rights of the entire 
prison population. 

The stamp ban, however, according to Joseph Ashley, 
Public Information Officer of the department, was 
designed to nip in the bud a “devious plot among the in- 
mates to convert stamps into cash money through a 
scheme that can possibly lead to. extortion.” 

The CALL & POST interviewed Ashley last week after 
receiving a letter from a London Correctional Institution 
inmate in which he complained about the stamp ban and 
asked the newspaper to make an investigation. 

Fhe prisoner;-who- identified himself as Preston: Rad- 
cliff, (136-972), said the inmates were informed on March 
11, that U S, Postal Stamps would no longer be permitted 
in the institution. On May 1, the stamps will be con- 
a pais as contraband if found by the administration, he 
said. 

The administration, Radcliff said, plans to substitute, 


“in place of the regular 13 cents stamps, pre-stamped 


postal embossed envelopes. This will put the inmate 
body in a position where they will have to pay 14 cents 
for a first class letter, he complained. 

The section of the Ohio Revised Code, (5120-9-33), 
which the administration cited in issuing the ban, “isn't 
even contained in the books here at the London Cor- 
rectional Law Library.” In light of this fact, Radcliff said: 
“we question if there really is such a section in the code, 
and if so, does it give the administration this authority." 

Radcliff further added, “Inmates are allowed to spend- 
twelve (12) of the twenty (20) dollars they receive each . 
month for services they perform in the institution. Due to 
the higk.prices.in the institution commissary, this small 
amount of money doesn't go very far. Inmates purchase 
mainly items for their personal hygiene, cigarettes, and 
writing materials.” 

He cited as example the fact that if an inmate wanted 
to buy a card, then the purchase of a stamp would not be

permissible. He said that this is of great concern to the 
prison population because, “in some cases, the United 
States mail is the only means that a large number of in- 
mates have in maintaining contact with their families. If 
this practice is adopted, it would severely limit a large 
number of inmates from corresponding with their 
families.” 

The grieved inmate expressed his profound concern 
with this “intricate part of the rehabilitation process” 
and the hurt it would bring to those on the outside if 
done away with. 

Legally, Radcliff says he has found nothing in the law 
books to justify this action. ‘We (members of the inmate 
population who have recourse to law materials) have 
found nothing in the United States Code of America that 
prohibits any prisoner, state or federal, from having U.S. 
postal stamps." He added, “We have found nothing 
either in the US Constitution or Ohio Constitution that 
prohibits ‘anyone’ from -having--U:S:-postal-stamps:": 

Radcliff summed up his plea by saying, “| would like to 
emphasize the undue hardship it places on the inmates 
and/their families; the unsubstantiated reasons why this 
is being done; and the unconstitutional implications this 
practice contains." 

But Ashley told the Call & Post that this practice is not 
being initiated to cause any undue harm or duress to the 
prison population. He said that blatant evidence of the 
prison schemes stem from some members of the 
Lucasville Penitentiary ‘‘where we know that this prac- 
tice, of sending the stamps to a New York location, 
having them sold and the money mailed to someone on 
their mailing list’ has been happening.” 

In regards to the mailing of cards, Ashley pointed out 
that “if an inmate has’something to mail then he can sim- 


«ply supply the proper amount of money and a cash slip 


will bring about the proper transaction.” He further said, 
“This way (inmate) is prevented from having in his 
possession anything that could be used as money.”

Fame may have eluded Tony Wilson, but immortality 
will not. This is evidenced bv the “Annual Tony Wilson 
Benefit and Run,” held at the University of Tennessee in 
Knoxville where he attended until his untimely death in 
1973 of a cerebral hemorrhage. He was attending school 
On a track scholarship.

| had the great pleasure of knowing Tony. During my 
high school days at Franklin Heights (which he also at- 
ténded), his family so generously and warmly, served as 
@ surrogate family to me. 


There was one rather peculiar thing about Tony, and 
that was his obsession to avoid any type of praise. His 
parents often refer to his high school days when he was 
elected class president.-Fony never told them about it.A 
friend had to inform the parents. Hemmingway could not 


pay homage to such modesty, so | dare not try. 

in all the conversations | ever held with Tony, not once 
did he mention the fact that, tien, he was probably one 
of the top three or four-collegiate high.jumpers.in. the 
country. He had a way about himself where he would 
dazzie you in a conversation by showering you with un- 
deserving praise: 


‘That's real nice, now tell me more,” or when unsure 
about something, “Oh, I'm sure you'll do a good job and 
go a long way.’ 

After setting a state high jump record at Franklin 
Heights, Tony-drew the attention of 40 or more track 
coaches who were hoping that the star athlete could 
turn their program around. USC and UCLA, those two 
powerhouses in California where sister Nancy Wilson 
resides, had an early inside track. Tony's parents wanted 
tp see him participate in track meets, but making a trip 
West every other week would not be practical. So, in 
favor of being relatively close to home, and in apparent 
\Ikeness with the southern hospitality displayed by those 
recruiting him, Tony opted for Tennessee. 


But once on campus, Tony became a changed person 
Southern In-hospitality became the rule of the Gay, as 
Tony quickly realized that the vicious realities-ot-raciat- 
discrimination, no matter how subtle, were still prevalent. 
Tony had been rather passive up to this point, for he 
would often talk of wonderful high schoo! days being en- 
joyed with both blacks and whites.

At this time, Tony was fighting injuries as well. A 
troubled knee kept him out of many meets, but he 
worked furiously to get back in shape. Then, on March 
13, 1973, he suffered the cerebral hemorrhage. 

The impact of his death left the university community 
stunned. The symbolism was there: for he died fighting 
for a better Tennessee, just as King, Powell and others 
had done for the country. He became a martyr, to be 


remembered—as-a~human* being first; and an athlete” 


second. 

Of all the high jumps ever made by Tony Wilson, those 
journeying to the University of Tennessee best remember 
the one that he made as he jumped into the hearts of 
thousands and swam in that massive sea of humanity, 
despite the resistance. 

There is an inscription on the Tony Wilson memorial 
trophy, which will be given to the outstanding athlete 
participating in the Dogwood Relays on April 15-16. It 
reads: “A Man Among Men, A Brother To Every Man.”

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Capital Launches 
Campaign For Law,

scholarship funds. 
“Capital is way above 
the national average in 
terms of black enrollment,” 
Lazarus said. ‘they've 
gone to work at it,” he 
said, realizing they have to 
in order to be successful. 
“The law school,"’ he 
said, “has been parti- 
cularly responsive, it's the 
only evening law school in 
the city and attracts people 
who need to hold a job, 
which is particularly im- 
portant in terms of blacks.” 
Black undergraduate en- 
roliment at Capital in 1976 
was 180 out of 1827 while 
law school enrollment was 
28 out of 560.-Black -nur- 
sing enroliment was 23 
(total nursing enrollment 
figures were not available). 
Asked why new facilities 
are needed when college 
@riroliments are generally 
declining, Lazarus said 
that Capital is in a 
relatively favorable 
Position because-of its 
location..in..the..center_of 
Columbus. 


He pointed out .that the 
project does not call for 
growth in terms of the total 
student enroliment at 
Capital but for new and 
better space. 

Lazarus, who has served 
on Capital's board of 
regents for approximately 
eight years, was one of the 
first non-Lutherans to be 
appointed to the board. He 
said he feels the school 
has been responsive to the 
community and deserves 
its support. 

In addition to the $2 
million being sought in the 
Columbus community, $2 
million is to come from a 
Battelle grant, $2 million is 
the goal from the church, 
$1 million from national 
foundations outside of 
Columbus, $750,000 from 
alumni and $250,000 from 
the legal profession... 

Approximately half of the 
$8 million goal has been 
raised. Ground breaking 
target "is the-end of the 
current calendar year and 
poaeibly as early as this 
all.

The City Workhouse - deemed “the Holiday Inn for 
wiminal offenders-will receive a deluge of guests this 
veekend as when Municipal Court Judges bid farewell 
o a number of convicted offenders slated for enfor- 
sement hearings on Friday, April 8. 

Among those who'll be off on a three-day stay are 
1umerous infractors convicted for chiseling unem- 
yloyment compensation funds. Just to name a few- 
Roosevelt Baskin Jr., 2300 Walford Rd., Apt. 301, begins 
nis 30 day-stint in the workhouse after being found guilty 
of falsification Jan. 20 by Judge Joseph Clifford. Baskin, 
23, was arrested last Sept. 29 for allegedly obtaining 
unds from the Ohio Bureau of Employment Services 
OBES) during July of 1975. Baskin will also have to 
sough up_a $500 fine upon completion of his sentence.

SERVICES PLAN (CASP) (2nd PROGRAM YEAR) 


The Ohio Department of Public Welfare, the designated state agency for administering Titie XX of the Social Security Act, proposes 
to amend the CASP for the program year July 1, 1976 through June 30, 1977 


The proposed amendments are as follows: 


(1) The definition of Home Management Service will be adjusted in order to incorporate the provision of direct payment of heating , 
utility costs above normal costs incurred by specified recipients due to the severe sub-zero winter weather and increased 


heating utility costs. 


Home Management has been a mandatory service for Aid for Dependent Children (ADC) recipients. The addition to the 
service of direct payment of heating Faege Ey above normal costs incurred will be available to only ADC, General Reliet 
(GR), and Supplemental Security Income (SS!) recipients. The service will be provided in all raphical areas, 88 counties 
for Goals. |, Il, and Ill of the Title XX program, with the objective of maintaining the home living routine in the face of 
severe winter weather conditions : 


The inclusion of the change will be available to approximately 300,000 persons at an estimated expenditure of $24 million 
of combined Federal. State and Local funds within the Title XX allocation to Ohio. : 


The proposed effective date of this amendment is May 20, 1977 with the service of Home Management as defined retroactive 
to February 1, 1977. 


(2) Grants to Providers to Hire Welfare Recipients in Day Care Facilities , ; 
The Ohio Department of Public Welfare proposes to include in its CASP the option of authorizing county welfare departments 
to utilize supplementary 100% Title XX funds for the purpose of hiring wellare recipients in day care facilities, This proposed 
amendment is made in accordance wth PL 94-401 and Federal Regulations issued January 31, 1977. 


The proposed effective date of this amendment will be May 20, 1977 retroactive to October 1, 1976.

The 1970 census 
data shows this area to

“Highland Elementary 
has served the majority of 
this area between 1950 and 
the present.

This portion of 
Highland north of Broad

For the 
school years 1955-56 and 
1956-57 that portion of 
Highland north of Broad 
was made into an optional 
attendance area with 
students having the option 
of attending the 
predominantly white West 
Broad or the predominan- 
tly black Highland. 

“Highland was 63 
students over capacity in 
1955 and 67 students over 
capacity in 1956. West 
Broad, however, was also 
over capacity in 1955 and 
1956 by 115 and 113 
students, respectively. An 
examination of the atten- 
dance zones in the West 
Broad are reveals that 
several required students 
to cross this street to reach 
their school.

“In 1957 the boundary 
lines. for Highland and 
West Broad were redrawn, 
eliminating the option zone 
and placing that area per- 
manently -within the West 
Broad attendance zone.

“In 1944, the first year in 
which the racial statistics 
for enrollment are 
available, Highland had a 
black student enrollment 
of 75 percent. West Broad 
Street was 100 percent 
white in 1964. The Court 
finds that_the-optional at- 
tendance zone and ‘boun- 
dary changes between 
Highland and West Broad 
had a foreseeable and ac- 
tual ect of promoting 
racial-imbalance. 

“Another optional atten- 
dance zone was created 
within the Highland boun- 
daries in 1955. This op- 
tional zone was in” the 
southeastern corner of 
Highland and gave the: 
students living there the 
option of attending either 
Highland or West.Mound 
Street.

Atty. James Alexander wants it at any 
price, for that’s the only reason we can 
ascribe for his blatant attack on Arnold 
Pinkney, president of the Cleveland 
Board of Education. 

Atty. Alexander called a press con- 
ference purportedly representing the 
Cleveland Chapter’s National Con- 
ference of Black Lawyers. 

From the statements made at.the press 
conference, the purpose was ‘to. attack 
Arnold Pinkney and defend Federal 
Judge Frank J. Battisti, the judge in the 
school desegregation case. 

The provocation: a press interview Ar- 
nold Pinkriey had with the Cleveland 
Press, Februafy 24th 

‘Since Atty. Alexander, nor his 
organization were mentioned in the in- 
terview in any way at all, what then 

-—piqued hHim-into-action?————-—-- ; 

From the written press release, Atty. 
Alexander seemed more intent in defen- 
ding Judge Battisti than anything else. 
So, obliquely, he attacks Arnold Pinkney 
for an excuse to defend Judge Battisti. 

That_ Atty. Alexander _in_his attack.on 
Mr. Pinkney was joined by a white at- 
torney, Steven Saltzman of the National 
Lawyers Guild, indicates that he either 
felt inadequate himself, or was seeking 
help from a dubious source, for Atty. 
Saltzman has some schoo! segregation 
chores in his own backyard to clean up. 
We refer to the rented facilities in the 
East 105 Street Temple to Bratenhal 
schoo! board to circumvent integrating 
their white students into Cleveland 
public schools as ordered by the State 
Board of Education. 

If Judge Battisti can't defend himself 
against Mr. Pinkney's statements, then 
we surely doubt Atty. Alexander's ability 
to do so. 

We are not defending Arnold Pinkney. 
He is fully capable of doing that himself. 
We presume he was sincere and meant 
what he said in the interview with The 


Press. It is on the record and he hasn't 
denied a word of it. 

It is a sad state of affairs when one 
Black has to go out of his way to do a 
hatchet job on. another Black for the 
benefit of a white judge. Especially when 
that Black person has a dubious record 
of participating in any civil rights or com- 
munity affairs himself. 

We are sure Atty. Alexander beamed 
when the daily papers carried 
prominately his attack on Arnold 
Pinkney. The racist element in our city 
beamed too, for they like nothing better 
than to see us detroying each other, It 


* saves them from this kind of dirtv work. 


If Atty, Alexander's organization is 
hard up for something to do to relieve 
their boredom, we might suggest that 
they help the Black policemen (the 


Sheild Club) if their tight to desegregate~ 


the Cleveland Police Department: or. 
help Black voters break down the 
barriers of segregated hiring through 
labor unions. Yes, there are many outlets 
for legal talent if Atty. Alexander would 
only look around’ in the ghetto” areas of 
Cleveland. If he wants to be helpful in the 
Cleveland school desegregation case, 
then call a meeting with the NAACP 
lawyers and the Cleveland Board of 
Education for the purpose of working out 
an agreeable solution. 

Federal Judge Robert Duncan in his 
decision in the Columbus case, said: “... 
the Court suggests this might be a par- 
ticularly appropriate time for the parties 
to this action to come together to resolve 
the remedy questions presented herein." 

This newspaper tried to get such a 
meeting before the Cleveland trial began. 
The Cleveland Board of Education has 
sought such a meeting. Judge Battisti 
seems to be the only bottleneck. 

Incriminations and reincriminations are 
no sensible approach to a solution for 
school desegregation. 


A Bill That Makes Sense 


State Rep. Michael Stinziano, ‘Colum- 
bus Democrat, has been zealously 
espousing the cause of the Women's 
Equal Rights movement ever since he 
came to the Ohio Legislature four years 
ago. He was the chief sponsor of the 
Equal Rights Amendment which was ap- 
proved by the voters and subsequently 
ratified by the Ohio Legislature. 

Last week, the aggressive young 
legislator, introduced another bill which 
is-certalrm to” endear him to members of 
the fernale sex in and out of the equal 
rights movement. The measure, H.B. 484 
will also probably appeal to the fancy of 
most men and especially husbands with 
working wives. 

Stinziano's bill is designed to reverse 
the effect of a recent Supreme Court 
decision which held that employers do 
not have to provide disability benefits to 
women workers because of pregnancy, 
childbirth, and related medical con- 
ditions. a 

The court ruling ended a union-backed 
effort to obtain pregnancy disability for 
female employees of the General Electric 
Co. The original law suit was brought by

43 women employees ot G.t. through 
their union, International Union Electrical 
Workers. 

Stinziano branded the Supreme Court” 
decision ‘Incredible,’ in that ‘‘it 
discriminates against women for having 
babies." 

His bill would make failure of an em- 
ployer to treat temporary disability due 


‘to pregnancy or childbirth on the same 


terms and conditions as other temporary 
disabilities an unlawful; discriminatory 
practice in Ohio law. By making such 
employer activities ~ Unlawful 
discriminatory practices, the legislation 
would place violators under jurisdiction 
of the Ohio Civil Rights Commission, 
Stinziano said. 

Women, Stinziano said, have been and 
are suffering exploitation in the work 
place, and “discrimination based on 
pregnancy is one of the worst forms of 
discrimination existing in Ohio,” he ob- 
served. 


Although the bill has yet to be 


discussed pro and con, we are inclined 
to believe that such a law would make a 
whole lot of sense.

Last week President Jimmie Carter ap- 
proved a 20c raise in the minimum wage. 
This act brought great howles-from_the 
dogooders and labor unions. 

Involved in this wage increase, is the 
opportunity for employment of hundreds of 
thousands of young people, many of 
whom have never had a permanent job. 

Every time the minimum wage goes up, 
thousands of marginal young people lose 
their jobs. To a large extent, this accounts 
for the continuing increase in the per- 
centage of young people unemployed. 

When the cost of labor disproportionate- 
ly increases the cost of production or, 
doing business, management: answers 
with more labor saving devices. This 
equipment retires permanently from the 
work force, a given number of jobs. Since 
young people are the most expensive 
laborers, they, then, feel the brunt of any 
retrenchment because management can- 
not afford the luxury of marginal workers. 

Male youths are especially hard hit by 
these factors. Young women are more 
stable employes than males, thus girls get 
jobs more easily than boys. Iheretore, 
“boys constitute "thelarge~ percentage of 
our unemployed. 


¥ 
Minimum wage of course, is not the 
only factor in the high percentage of 
unemployed youth. In fact the unemployed 
youth problem is not just. a phenomenon in 
the United States. It exists in practically 
ever democratic industrialized nation. 
However, this is no consolation to the 
Black people in the United States. 
Unemployed Black youth is a serious 
problem that we must give immediate at- 
tention to. That is why we must be con- 
cerned over the minimum wage, as well as 
the guidance programs in our public 
schools. We just must face the facts. Most 
of the Black youths in today's job market 
are nto trained for anything. This is 
primarily the fault of the home and the 
schools. 


The little neignborhood jobs that boys 
could get years ago are largely gone. It 
was these jobs that wére their introduction 
to_work responsibility as well as their 
initial experience with earnina money. 
Without these kind of work opportunities, 
entirely too many youths are just turned 
out today into.jungles that we call streets. 

Our society must provide some kind of 
beginning_jobs_that--young ple-—can 
have in order to'learn the ABC's of work. 

In a recent article in the U.S. Edition of 
ILO Information newspaper, under the 
caption “Why it's hard to cut youth unem-

well as family burden.” The article then 
went on fo say: “in- other places, 
schooleavers and dropouts are enrolled 
in new and more differentiated training 
facilities, but in some cases it is training 
for training sake,” 

In discussing job creation programs, in- 
cluding public works. or bolstered by sub- 
sidies to enterprises to encourage em- 
ployment of young workers, it pointed out 
that, “in the United Kingdom, something 
like 5,000 youngsters have been taken on 
by firms to gain experience of work 
without actually being employed or taking 
someone else's job. For this the firm gets 
some willing hands and is reimbursed 
about $29.00 a week it pays to the trainee 
by the government.” 

The article then goes on to say: “Under 
a French plan a bonus of $700 is given to 
any artisan for accepting and training a 
young. person as an apprentice. 

The Dutch are trying an unconventional 
approach—job sharing — whereby two 
teenagers do the same job and each 
-receives half the -wage: and: half.of the. 
unemployment benefits. 

“All these measures can bring some 
relief. But no one has yet figured out a 
quick, permanent solution—nor has the 
tide yet turned in favor of the young unem- 


There has. got to be something wrong 
with our society when, with all of our 
technical and scientific knowledge, none 
of our industrialized nations can cope with 
its unemployed youth. . 

Unemployment isn't just an American 
problem, neither is it a Black problem. 
However, 
disproportionately affected, we must be 
more concerned. 

Unemployment and crime go hand in 
hand. Both of these bear too heavily upon 
us. Since the government must take the 
lead in remedial programs, then the men 
and women we elect to public office at all 
levels, must show more concern about 
these problems. It is not sufficient just to 
get elected. It is what you do after you get 
elected that counts. 

Too many of our elected officials are 
concerned only with relief issues. As long 
as we have chronic unemployment, we are 
going to have relief problems. So, the 
point of attack must be on unemployment. 

This nation cannot. afford to rear up 
another generation of unemployed people. 
These are the dragon seeds of trouble. 
The people are tiring of no solutions. You 
can't continue to dangle all the niceities of 
affluent living before the eyes of the have- 
nots without stirring up their anger and 
resentment. 

This nation and the world is playing with 
a serious problem whose fuse is getting 
shorter and shorter. The handwriting is on 

wall. We had better find some one who

Court Of Last Resort 


Judging from the speeches he has made 
since becoming Chief Justice in the Unit- 
ed State Supreme Court, Warren E. 
Burger's most cherished thesis on the role 
of the high court is that we Americans, 
large and small, black and white, rely too 
much on the courts to solve our problems, 
and not enough on the legislative pro- 
cesses available to us. 

As a consequence, the current court, 
with the exception of a couple of die-hard 
liberals, have been diluting some of. the 
previous court's adventures in the expan- 
sion of .the rights of minorities and of 
women. The Burger court seems to be 
telling lower courts-to. be. ‘more modest” 
in formulating their decisions. 

This stance is almost certain to have 
great weight in the final outcome of the 


Various Court decisions concerning tne in-~ 


tegration of the nation's public schools, 
including the sizzling, combhot—hotucon 
“NAACP lawyers and those representing 
the Cleveland Board of Education. No mat- 
ter what the outcome of the case now be- 
ing weighed by Federal Judge Frank Bat- 
tisti, the case is almost certain to wind up 
in the U.S. Supreme Court after it leaves 
the Court of Appeals now considering it. If 
that Court rules for the position taken by 
the School Board, the NAACP is certain to 
appeal, and if the reverse obtains, the 
. Board will most. assuredly ‘appeal to. the 
=“court of last resort.” 

In that event it is rather easy to predict 
that the high court will rule against any 
plan involving massive busing. A hint of 
the high court's direction is seen by legal 
-experts-in-the-court's 7-0-2 majority de- 
cision that ordered a lower court to recon- 
sider a decision to desegregate the public 
schools Of Austin, Texas. Unless it could 
be proved that the elected school board is 
intentionally discriminatory. In the event 
that this discriminatory-intent cannot be 
clearly proven, the Supreme Court hinted, 
the fact that the schools are segregated 
(as indeed they are) may not be subject to 
judicial remedy. 

Now, despite the wide. difference of 
opinions being expressed on both sides of 
the Cleveland (Ohio) school controversy, 
everybody agrees that the schools are 
segregated, and some even agree to an 
extent bordering on the disgraceful. How- 
ever, to the observant layman, it does not 
seem that the NAACP has clearly demon- 
strated that the present custodians of pub- 
lic school affairs are the villians who de- 
liberately set about to separate white and 
black children in the classrooms, although 
the presiding Judge has made such a find- 


ing. - 
’ Cintortunatety; nobody that we are aware 
of has taken a really comprehensive sur- 
vey of -how-black , whose-children 
are projected as beneficiaries of full 
integration, feel about a massive program 
of busing their children about the city to 


obtain integration based’on a formula de- _ 


signed to have the same black-white re- 
presentation in every public school class- 


room that obtains in the city's population. 

But the fact that Arnold Pinkney, of- 
fering himself as a “private citizen who

Carter’s Youth Jobs Program 


First, the good news. The Carter Administration has 
announced a $1.5 billion youth jobs program that it 
expects will create meaningful jobs for 200,000 
people in the 16-24 age brackets. 

And the bad news? Well, the program stops far 
short of the kind of comprehensive youth develop- 
ment_program.our.nation_needs. It’s.an.important first 
step toward the goal, but no one should mistake the 
initial step f6rward for the final destination. 

And it's not an unflawed first step, either. Uniess 
Congress and Labor Department officials olin the 
gaps, the program could well go the way other well- 
intentioned programs have gone. 

That's because the bulk of the money will go to 
some 466 state and local governments for youth work 
projects. The history of other national programs left to 
local governments to administer reveals a pattern of 
neglecting the most serious problem areas the 
programs were originally intended to deal with. 

In the youth job program, the intent is clearly to do 
something to solve the persistent unemployment of 
economically disadvantaged young people. Many are 
black ~ teenage black unemployment is triple that for 
whites, and in many inner-cities affects two-thirds and 
more of all black teenagers who want to work. 

Targeting the program to fit the needs of poor and 
minority young people would mean very strict federal 
guidelines and the funneling of program funds 
through community-based agencies with a history of 
serving the disadvantaged, and with deep roots in the 
affected communities. 

By diffusing the youth job funds to 466 govern- 
mental units to distribute, the Administration 
inevitably leaves the program vulnerable to sub- 
sidizing jobs for youngsters not in urgent need of 


* assistance while neglecting other youngsters who

And while a large block of money has been set 
aside for experimental projects, the Labor Department 
has to take steps to insure that the same old univer- 
sities and think-tanks with no real ties to minority and 
poor communities won't repeat past performance by 
skimming off most of the funds. 

Despite these and other faults. the proaram holds 
great promise; it's_an_important first step. Still on the 
horizon is a comprehensive youth employment 
program that aims:to provide every young person with 
he education, skills, training and work habits to 
enable him to become a fully productive member of 
our society. ‘ 

That's something that requires more than just 
creating work opportunities; it means a carefully 
designed program geared to the needs of youth. 

And-a_central_part.of such a plan should be an 
educational component that repairs the damage done 
to so many youngsters ‘by inadequate schools. 
Alongside of the jobs, there should be classes that 
teach basic reading, writing, and math skills needed 
for today's decent jobs. 

And part-time jobs should not be neglected either. 
Providing work opportunities need not encourage 
dropping out of school if jobs and stipends become 
available to enable young people to continue their 
schooling. That’s\ the difference between an 
emergency cash program to get kids off the streets 
and into work experiences, and a comprehensive 
long-term program that seeks to widen individual op- 
portunities and encourage independence. 

With enlightened foresight and close cooperation . 
with minority groups and community-based national 
pe sali yr ng the Administration's program can be 
refined and sharpened to ensure success. Then, it 
can serve as a base: from which a truly all- 
encompassing program to serve our nation’s youth 
can be developed.
